m  UTILITIES

The ILLINOIS COMMERCE
COMMISSION proposed
amendments to Qualifying
Infrastructure Plant Surcharge (83
IAC 656; 39 Ill Reg 13320)
concerning charges added to
customer utility bills to pay for
construction of, orimprovements
to, water and sewer plants. The
rulemaking limits QIP surcharges
(currently capped at 5%) to no
more than an annual average
increase of 2.5% since the most
recent rate order for the affected
rate zone, and no more than a
3.5% increase in any given year
for the rate zone. Infrastructure
investment costs that were
already included in the utility’s
base rate shall not be included
in a QIP surcharge. The
rulemaking also makes changes
in the formula for calculating QIP
surcharges; requires utilities to

MEDICAL ASSISTANCE

The DEPARTMENT OF
HEALTHCARE AND FAMILY
SERVICES adopted amend-
ments to Medical Payment (89
IAC 140; 38 lll Reg 19054)
effective 9/25/15 that allow
federally qualified health centers
(FQHCs) and rural health clinics
(RHCs) to be reimbursed on a
fee-for-service basis for non-
surgical, transcervical,
permanent female contraceptive
devices (e.g., implants designed
to permanently block the
Fallopian tubes) effective for
dates of service on or after 10/1/
14. The payment is separate from
any payment an FQHC or RHC
may receive for the patient
encounter or office visit. The
rulemaking also clarifies that

existing reimbursement policies
for implantable contraceptive
devices also apply to long acting
reversible contraceptives
(removable devices such as
|UDs).

UNIVERSITIES EMPLOYMENT

The STATE UNIVERSITIES CIVIL
SERVICE SYSTEM (SUCSS)
adopted amendments to State
Universities Civil Service System
(80 IAC 250; 39 lll Reg 2267)
effective 12/1/15 permitting out-
of-State applicants to test for
professional, semi-professional
or managerial positions for which
a broader talent pool is normally
sought, provided that the
applicant establishes lllinois
residency within 180 days
(changed since 1t Notice from 90
days) after an employment offer
or final appointment. An
applicant with recognized
disabilities may receive an
accommodation for any
examination maintained by a
university system in accordance
with the federal Americans with
Disabilities Act, the State
Universities Civil Service Act, this
Part and applicable employment
policies at each employment
location. The rulemaking also
shortens from 45 to 30 days the
time period for notifying
university employers of any
change in weighing or grading

examinations. Upon request of an
employer and approval by the
Executive Director, examinations
for original entry employment
registers at each place of
employment may be closed up
to six calendar months. When a
sufficient number of candidates
on the register has been
established, further recruitment
and testing is not required for a
period of time. Since 1% Notice,
language limiting the non-
resident testing provisions to
positions for which “highly
technical or professional
qualifications” are required has
been removed.

Act Requests for Public Records
(2 IAC 1326; 39 lll Reg 13369)
both  effective  9/23/15,
implementing current provisions
of the Freedom of Information Act
(FOIA). The new Part establishes
which records will be disclosed
and which records withheld from
disclosure when requested by
the public; sets procedures for

Peremptory Rule

SNAP ELIGIBILITY

The DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN
SERVICES adopted peremptory
amendments to Supplemental
Nutrition Assistance Program
(SNAP) (89 IAC 121; 39 lll Reg
13513) effective 10/1/15. The
amendments implement the
federal Food and Nutrition
Service’s fiscal year 2016
adjustments to SNAP income
standards and deductions from
countable income. Net income
standards were increased by
approximately $8 per month per
member of the household, while
gross income standards were
adjusted to reflect the 2016

Federal Poverty Level. Standard
deductions for households of 4 or
more persons were increased,
along with the shelter cost
deduction (from $490 to $504/
month), while deductions for
utilities were decreased (from
$370 to $364 for heating, air
conditioning and electricity; from
$280 to $258 for two utilities; from
$62 to $58 for one utility; and from
$32 to $27 for telephone service).
The standard medical deduction
was also decreased by $7/month.

The DEPARTMENT OF
INSURANCE has withdrawn a
proposed new Part titled
Misrepresentation and False
Warranties (50 IAC 941; 38 lll Reg
23975) published in the 12/26/14
lllinois Register. The new Part
was intended to clarify provisions
of the lllinois Insurance Code
concerning when an insurer can
rescind or void a policy based
upon misrepresentation of facts
by the insured.
